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Here from Hamburg is Likely to be Directed by Pfaus' Aides 


Oscar C. Pfaus, leader of a German Nazi propagenda machine, 
who was named by the Congressional Committee on Un-American Activities 
as the man who attempted to set up an anti-Semitic publication in New 
York, is reported by the Americen press to have remained in the Reich 
beceuse of the-war. However, according to the information reaching The 
Hour, Pfaus arrived here from Hamburg during the week of August 7, and 
has since been traveling in the United States renewing contacts among 
Nazi and native-fascist agents in this country. One strong evidence 
supporting this report is the appearance in Fritz Kuhn's Deutscher 
Weckruf und Beobachter for October £&, on Page 8, of an article entitled 
"ie Accuse}” and subtitled: "Press Statement made in Chicago by Oscar 
C. Pfaus." That the statement-article was prepared by Pfeus since the 
outbreak of the war may easily be established by the contents of the 
piece, which has to do exclusively with the events and issues of the 
present war in Europe. 


Fichte-Bund Very Active as Propagende Bureau 


The rumor, publishcd in the U. S. press, that Pfaus was still 
in Germany, apparently stems from the continued streem of Nazi liter- 
ature sent to various persons end institutions in this country from 
Pfaust headquarters in Hamburg, many of the books end pamphlets accom- 
panicd by letters signed by "Oscar C. Pfaus," end some of the books 
bearing the inscription; "With kindest wishes from Oscar C, Pfeus." 
The plausible supposition is, however, that his name is signed by his 
Hemburg assistants for the cxpress purpose of misleading United Stetes 
investigetors into thinking thet Pfcus is still in Germeny cnd not in 
fmerice. 


Pfeus is the head of Deutscher Fichte-Bund, which is official 
ly oxplained by the Nazis cs follows: "The Fichte-Association wes 
founded in Jenuery 1914 in momory of the great German philosopher 
Fichte. Union for World Veracity. Serves the couse of better under- 
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standing by giving free information about the New Germany, direct from 
the source. To protect human culture and civilization by disseminating 
facts about the subversive powers in the world." The Hour has at its 
disposal some of the literature mailed to Americans by Fichte-Bund from 
Hamburg via Itely as late as the end of October, 1939; among other pieces, 
there is a book entitled The HighthCrusade Uncensored Disclosures of a 
British Staff Officer (autographed by Oscar ©. Pfaus under the date of 
November, 1989), and & pamphlet cntitled "Speech delivered by Herr von 
Ribbentrop, Reich Minister for Foreign Affairs, in Danzig on October 24, 
1939." Letters, accompanying this literature, urge the American recipi- 
ents to send their replios and requests vie the Italian Line. (In this 
connection it is intcresting to note that on Novomber 20 the U. S. press 
published reports from Rome that Italian liners had been stopped cnd 
searched by the British ot Gibraltar.) 


Pfeus, Moscloy & Co. -~ Plans for a Newspaper Misearricd 


Oscar Ce Pfaus claims to have been a long-time resident of the 
United States. His friend, the Nazi woman-physician of New York, Dre 
Anna Bogenholm Sloane, once stated that during the World War Herr Pfaus 
had served in the American army under General George Van Horn Moseley, 
the very seme Moseley who recently became known for his fascist and pro- 
Nazi activities and speeches in America. 


Several months ago, together with the woman-doctor, Pfaus 
planned to establish in New York on anti-Semitic and anti-democratic 
newspaper to be called The National Américan Patriot. Pfaus suggested 
the hiring of one James Philip Gaffney, of New York, who according to 
him “would be ideal" becéuse of his "Irish-Americon connections,” Pfeus 
ond Gaffney corresponded, and Dr. Anna Bogenholm Sloane wrote to Pfaus 
that she was contemplating the formation of a Council of Twelve to beck 
the newspcpere Among the twelve, with whom she scid she wes in correspond= 
ence, she nomed Genercl Moseley, Williom Dudley Pelley, Father Coughlin, 
James True, George Deatherage, Reverend Winrod, Fritz Kuhn, George Chris- 
tians, Harry A. Jung, Hiram Wesley Evens of the Ku Klux Klan, and other 
notorious fascists. 


At the time of his reported arrival in this country (early in 
August), Pfaus was said to have brought with him a fund of $10,000 to 
start the newspaper. This sum was to be matched with another fund of 
$5,000 to be contributed by Dr. Anna Bogenholm Sloane, but the plens were 
spoiled by premature publicity,

Chief of Fascist Silver Shirts Missing Since October 19 -- Asheville 
Judge Charges North Carolina Fuehrer with Foreign Financial Ties 


A private report reaching The Hour states that William Dudley 
Pelley, at present a fugitive from justice (see our last issue, for No# 
vember 18), is now hiding in the Black Hills of South Dakota. Another 
report has it that last month the fascist head of the Silver Shirts was 
seen in Washington, D. C., conferring with a certain congressman. Other 
information, additional to our last account of Pelley's case, is as fol- 
lows: 


The goateed fuehrer of the Silver Shirts of America has been 
missing from his headquarters at Asheville, North Carolina, since October 
19 when a capias for his arrest was issued. The cese against Pelley de- 
veloped out of © criminal act he had committed four and one-half years 
ago against North Carolina's Blue Sky Law when he sold stocks in his pub- 
lishing company despite its bankruptcy. He was convicted in 1935 on 
charges of violating that law and of fraudulent misrepresentation while 
selling stock in his enterprises. He was sentenced to a fine of 1,000 
and a term in prison of from one to two years. The fascist leader made 
a strong personal appeal to the judge and was released on probation for 
five years; the condition of the probation was for him to refrain from 
his illegal activities, 


Complaint Against Pelley by Citizens of North Carolina 


However, his behavior became worse than ever. The Pelley Pub- 
lishing Company expended until he issued 30,000 copies of various anti- 
government and anti-Semitic »vublications daily. His pamphlets were soon 
the most vicious of their kind in the United States, He was openly proud 
of the confidence of the Nazis, end he cooperated with the German-American 
Bund, his Silver Shirts coming to attend and "protect" many a Bund meet- 
ing. 


The complaint against his violation of probetion was brought to 
the court by a patriotic group of prominent citizens of North Carolina, 
among whom there wes not o single Jew.e Pelley was cited to appear in 
Superior Court in Asheville on charges of violcting the conditions of the 
two suspended sentences, Among the charges there were the allegations 
that he had "consorted with known qmemies of Americon institutions," thet 
he had distributed publicetions aimed ct the "overthrow of the Govern- 
ment," and that he had "leveled disgusting epithets at the office of the 
President of the United States." While issuing the cepias, Judge Nettlee 
of Asheville declared that there were many reasons giving ground to be- 
lief that in his latest Silver Shirt cotivities Pelloy was financed by 
"foreign end un-American sources."

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Later Claim They Were Duped -- State Justice Protests 
Against Speech by Christian Fronter of Boston 


Francis P. Moran (also known as Frank Moran), the noted Cough- 
linite of Boston, has been recently touring the various areas of New 
England in his efforts to stir up racial and political hatred. His most 
notorious sally took place on the night of November 10, at Pawtucket, 
Rhode Island, and the repercussions of that occasion were heard for a 
fortnight and more afterward. 


On that night, the so-called Friends end Neighbors Club, which 
owes its existence to the Frionds of Social Justice Unit in Blackstone 
Valley, arranged a meeting in the auditorium of a Pawtucket senior high 
schoole Moran, in his capacity of a Christian Front organizer, announce 
that the purpose of the meeting was to hear the Rev. Edward F, Curran, o 
New York, president of the Internctional Catholic Truth Society, speck o 
Communism. A number of local leaders and officials ¢ame to the meeting 
and sat on the platform, later claiming that they did not know either of 
Moron's Coughlinite affiliations ond activities or of the Coughlinite 
character of the Friends ond Neighbors Club. Among others present at th 
meeting and sitting on the speakers! platform were: State Supreme Court 
Justice Francis Be Condon, who is a former Congressman ond present Amer 
con Legion Department Commander; the Rev. Arthur J. Watson of St, Luke's 
Episcopal Church; also officials of the city school department ond lead- 
ers of local veterens*® orgenizationse 


Moran Charges "President Rosenfelt" with "Treason" 


The one thousand Coughlinites making up the audience cheered’ a 
applauded, but some of the honored guests on the platform were shocked, 
when Moran in his speech proceeded to call the President of the United 
States "Mr, Rosenfelt," saying: "I stand here and accuse the President 
of the United States of treason.” Moran also said that “high administra 
tion officials in Washington were anti-Christian," and that Mrs. Rooseve 
"frequently visited the Commnist party headquarters in New York." 


The next day Judge Condon made public his protest at Moran's 
speech, declaring with much indignation: "I would not be on the same 
platform with that speaker if I knew he would make those radical state- 
ments." He added that Father Curran, too, did not have "to resort to un 
founded charges to support his ideas," that he could "differ with men 
without charging them falsely." 


Coughlin Publicly Acknowledges Moran's Aid 


The Hour on September 23 revealed that Francis P. Moran, toget 
er with one Edward H. Hunter, were in charge of most Coughlinite oactivi- 
ties in the Boston areas It wos Moran who in the early fall engineered 
Christion Front in the Mechanics! Hall of Boston. In a special news-sto 
half a column long, Coughlin's Social Justice of October 23 boosted "Bos 
tonts Second Rally. Against Un-Americonism,” which was set for October 24 
in the Boston Arena under the auspices of the so-celled Committee for th 
Defense of American Constitutional Rights, Father Coughlin's journal 
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proudly wrote: "Mr. Francis Moran will preside. e+. Admission is by 
way of ticket, but no admission price is charged. Mr. Moran can be 
reached at (address is given)." Thus, clearly, behind Moran and his 
vicious attacks there stands the Rev. Charles E. Coughlin himself.

INDICT AND JAIL FASCIST "DR." MABRZ AND ASSOCIATES 
Chicago's Silver Shirts Held in Bail $5,000 Each 


In Chicago, on Thursday November 9, the self-styled "Doctor" 
Homer Herman Maerz and his fascist associetes were brought to the felony 
court before Judge Gorman and were transferred to the grand jury the next 
day, Friday the 10th. The Grand jury heard their confessions read by a 
representative of the state attorney's office: that they were active in 
on onti-Semitic ond anti-government campaign, that they sat in the cor 
from which stones were thrown at the windows of ao Jewish-owned depert- 
ment store, cnd that they painted the sign of the swastika on the wells 
of the seme storé (see The Hour for October 28 end November 4). After 
due deliberation, the grend jury voted on indictment cnd held Maerz cnd 
others on $5,000 bail each. Joseph Schimpf end George Heppner were cble 
to arrange for bail, but Homer Maerz, Frod M. Pokorny and Douglas Camp- 
bell have remained in jail. 


During the hearings, the five Silver Shirts blamed Chicago's 
Jews for breaking up the meetings of their orgenization. However, it is 
known that in the last few months many of their meetings were held in 
Chicago practically unhindered. Maerz as leader of the local Silver 
Shirts, and William Wernecke as leader of Chicago's Nazis, both arranged 
meetings on every Thursday: Maerz in Sommer's Hall, 4220 Lincoln Avenue, 
and Wernecke at the Mozart Hall on the Near North Side. The curious 
sidelight is that the owner of the Mozart Hall is a Jew, who permitted 
the Silver Shirts ond the equally fascist cnd onti-Semitic Dearborn Cru- 
saders to meet in his hall and distribut within its walls thousends up- 
on thousands of leaflets blaming the Jews for the present war in Europe. 
The owner now states that at the time he did not know the neture of those 
meetings. 


Nezi Wernecke Battles Policeman 


Commotion was caused by Nazi Wernecke when on Friday the 10th 
the five Silver Sjirts were brought to the grend jury. Wernecke had fur- 
nished the preliminary bail for Maerz, his close friend end associate in 
fascist ond anti-Semitic activitics. He was present when the beil was 
raised to $5,000; the raising of the amount angered him to such an extent 
thet, red in the face, he hit a policeman, creating a turmoil in the jury 
room. He was immediately crrested end was kept in the police stcetion 
from Fridcy to Sunday afternoon, when he was booked. On Mondcy the 13th 
he cppeared before Judge McGoorthy cnd was fined $100 and costs. Wernecko
